JAPS URGED TO 
DEFEND THEIR 
OWN LIBERTIES 


Tokyo, May 2 ./IN—G eneral M ac­ 
A rthur today urged the Japanese to 
defend their new constitutional Ub­ 
erties against the “international po­ 
litical perfidy* of comm unism For 
the second tim e in IO m onths he 
suggested the possibility of outlaw ­ 
ing Ja p a n ’s Comm unist party. 
T he Allied occupation com m ander 
took the third anniversary of J a ­ 
p an ’s “no w ar" constitution as the 
occasion for a statem ent denounc­ 
ing 
anew 
communism 
here 
and 
abroad. 
Jap an 's Communist party, M ac­ 
A rthur said, is "an avowed satellite 
; of an international predatory force 
and a Japanese pawn of alien power 
policy, 
im perialistic 
purpose 
and 
subversive 
propaganda," T hen 
he 
added: 
“T hat it has done so at once 
brings into question its right to tire 
further benefits and protection of 
the country and laws it would su b ­ 
vert and rau>es doubt as to w hether 
it should longer be regarded as a 
constitutionally recognized political 
movement.*’ 
“Political Perfidy” 
The occupation chief raised the 
same question last July 4 when he 
labeled comm unism "national and 
international outlaw ry.’* 
Today he called it ‘ this form of 
international political perfidy, .so­ 
cial deception and territorial fraud." 
M acA rthur cautioned the Japanese 
th at th* question of outlawing the 
Com m unist party “should, of course. 
lie resolved calm ly, justly and d is­ 
passionately with the sam e con-ad- 
eration and safeguards extended to 
any anti-social force in a peaceful 
and law -abiding com m unity." 
The general made it clear he felt 
no danger of the Com m unists com ­ 
ing to power through constitutional 
means, but warned th a t "com m u­ 
nism now make*, but a shallow p re­ 
tence of seeking such an objective.’

m inority m aking "abusive use of 
freedom " to create conditions of 
lawlessness and unrest to open the 
way for seizure of power tlirough
